There is a possibility of the Northwest 
parliament becoming divided on Dominion 
issues instead of local questions. Next to 
religion, and with some even stronger than 
religious belief, are the traditions of party. 
The old names still possess great potency 
with men who have been bred to believe in 
the gospel according to Sit John, or that 
preached by the apostles ef liberalism, 
These ties are too strong to be sundered by a 
newspaper paragraph, and will hold many to 
to the old faith until death. The most of 
those 22 men now at Regina have their pa rty 
leanings, and will feel their hearts warm 
within them at any favorable mention made 
of their political idols, or burn with indigna- 
tion at any sneer or iusult offered to the old 
party. It is altogether too much to expert 
then toforget their political rivalries, or 
differences of opinion, because they have 
been elected to a Jocal legislature. Even 
this early in the session there is a tendency 
to divide on old party Itnes,and such papers 
as the Calgary Herald only make matters 
worse by flinging taunts at those members 
in the legislatures who are of a different 
political stripe from themselves. The Herald 
could not resist the temptation, ia making re- 
ference to the Batoche petition, to sneer at the 
slim ranks of the liberals in the house. The 
question as to whether Fisher of Batoche is 
a grit or tory should never come up in the 
consideration of his case. If he has been de- 
frauded out of his election by an unprincipled 
returning officer, it is the duty of the legisla- 
ture to give him nis rights and punish the 
guilty party, if they ¢have power, irrespec- 
tive of his party allegiance among the mem- 
bers. Stirring up partizan feelings will not 
help towards the satisfactory solution of 
Territorial questions. Our representatives 
are not sent there to concern themselves 
about free trade and protection, or any other 
question of federal politics. As citizens they 
may doso, but not as members of a local 
legislature. The questions on which they. 
should exercise their talents and time are 
those within their jurisdiction, and not in 
miserable party squables that are of no earth- 
ly benefit to the people. The solution of the 
temperance question, securing responsible 
government, municipal Inw, and many other 
purely local questions will afford scope for 
discussion and will no doubt bring out differ- 
ences of opinion on which they may divide, 
without dragging in issues that aro either 
dead, or else beyond their power to legislate 
on, and this should be the course pursued in 
regard to every measure brought before them, 
At the present time when so much important 
legislation of a purely Territorial nature is 
required it would be a disaster to have it 
baulked or shelved by any partizanship on 
the part of the members and any person or 
paper, that would seek to inflame and foster 
the party passions of those at Regina, is no 
friend of good government.
